“This means it will be two 
years before the shopping 
centre gets going,”’ said the 
Mayor, who said he was 
“upset and disappointed 
with the whole situation,”* 
The court house and seniors 
projects on the river bank are 
going ahead, he added, 

Because of the boggy, 
slough type nature of the 
soil, there isn't a_ solid 
enough base under the 
shopping centre site to use 


the large pile method of 


construction, as is being 
done on the river bank 
projects. 

Rather a very large float- 
ing slab is required for the 
base of the centre, a slab 
larger than the shopping 
centre site. In countries 
where first conditions exist 
the system is even more 
costly. 

“These people have been 
fooling around all summer,” 


said the Mayor, *‘and they 


tell us now that there are 


some financial problems as 
well, They have the interim 
financing arranged, but have 
indicated some difficulty 
beyond that."* 

Total cost of the project is 
$12 million the mayor said, 

Representatives from 
Hudson Bay stores and 


Abacus Cities Ltd. and the 
project engineer will be 
meeting with St. Albert 
council on December 4. 
Mayor Harvey also told the 
Gazette that under the 
contract certain penalties for 
the developers are involved. 
Meanwhile, of course,

Fyfe wins 
P.C. nomination 


Myrna Fyfe won the Con- 
servative nomination for St. 
Albert constituency on the 
first ballot with 893 votes, at 
the convention in Morinville 
November 16. Runner-up, 
Ernie Jamison was behind 
with 590 votes and Ray 
Gibbon garnered 228 votes. 
Most surprising was that 
while 1879 ballots were 
issued; only 1714 people 
voted. There were three 
spoiled ballots, 

It was the largest nomina- 
ting convention ever held in 
Alberta with an estimated 
crowd of well over 2000 
people, including observers. 


Mr. Jamison faced in part 
the same opposition as in the 
1974 nomination, with a 
large block of teachers who 
supported educator Bob Pra- 
ther of St. Albert that time, 
and Mrs, Fyfe, a teacher, 
this time. Mrs. Fyfe also 
attracted a portion of the 
Liberal vote in the consti- 
tuency, and a larger-than- 
previous turnout of women. 
Her nomination was secon- 
ded by Keith Everitt, a 
former Social Credit MLA. 

Since Mr. Jamison was 
known as a strong right-wing

Roger pointed 
out that under Section 133 of 
the Alberta School Act, all 
children shall attend school, 
but school boards refer to 
section 134 which empowers 
them to temporarily exuse 
*‘exceptional students.'’ He 
remarked that the net result 
was chaos in the system 
regarding the responsibility 
of educating all people pro- 
perly. py 

Mr. Ayotte feels that the 
first step should be to change 
the School Act, so it spells 
out clearly where the res- 
ponsibility lies. He stressed 
that further studies, addi- 
tional expert opinions, refer- 
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rals and labelling were 
unnecessary. 

Mr. Hyndman acknowled- 
ged Mr. Ayotte’s concern 
and understood that he was 
speaking on behalf of many 
people with the same con- 
cern. The minister com- 
mented that a program had 
been introduced at the early 
childhood level, but there 
was a lot more work to be 
done on the problem. 


CHAMBER’S CONCERN 


Harry Hutchings, presi- 
dent of the St. Albert 
Chamber of Commerce asked 
the ministers why there had 
been no response to an 
inquiry into Bill 228 which 
regulates business hours on 
Sundays and statutory holi- 
days. He commented that the 
Chamber's concern had re- 
ceived first reading in the 
spring of 1977, but nothing 
more had come of it.

Breadner. ‘‘Let's kill them 
both."*

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Californians went to the polls in the recent mid- 
term: elections to vote on a hodge-podge of 
issues, ranging from smoking in public to the 
firing of homosexual employees. As usual, the 
California action reflects that state’s tendency 
to be the trend-setter for North America. But is 
this a trend we really wish to follow? 


True, the euphoria over Proposition 13 was 
exhilarating. The people had _ spoken--the 
bureaucrats were silenced, dumfounded. It was 
a victory for democracy. However, there is a 
serious danger that is being overlooked in this 
manic enthusiasm for the new darling of the 
activists--the referendum. 


On the surface, the referendum or plebiscite 
would appear to be the ideal tool of democracy. 
The people state their position on a given issue 
and the majority prevails. What could be more 
fair? The ancient Greeks, from whom we have 
culled our present democratic system would no 
doubt have approved. However, this is 1978, 
and the U.S. and Canada are not city states. 


The main flaw in government-by-referendum lies 
in an uninformed public. This is not to underrate 
the intelligence of the average citizen. However, 
it is impossible to be fully informed on all issues 
in this day and age. This is especially true in 
Canada where the lack of a Freedom of 
Information act has permitted civil servants to 
label the most insignificant items “Eyes Only - 
Top Secret.” On issues concerning technology, 
this is doubly true. This was recently evident in 
an ill-conceived Austrian referendum on the use 
of nuclear power. While a small percentage of 
the public might know the mechanics of a 
reactor, very few are aware of what safeguards 
are in use or disuse. Thus, rather than evolving 
a sound, informed policy on energy, the 
Austrians settled for a decision by the people, 
founded on fear and misinformation. 


One aspect of the referendum approach that is 


Government by Referendum 


seldom addressed is the staggering cost. Many 
dollars are spent to fund these public votes. In 
the meantime, legislators are being paid to do 
the decision making which they in turn refer to 
the public. As a result, John Q. Public pays 
twice for a decision he makes himself. 


It is certainly not in the interest of our legislators 
to follow the trend to more referendums. 
Parliamentary or congressional houses offer 
appropriate forums for debate. The rules for 
such debate have evolved through centuries of 
trial-and-error, and while not perfect, at least 
guarantee a modicum of fairness in any 
discussion of the issues. In a referendum, no 
such forum exists. The debate is staged on the 
airwaves and in the pages of newspapers. This 
permits only one side to be heard at a time, and 
with no give and take. In addition, media 
debates add another undesirable elernent to the 
matter--that of media bias. The increasing use of 
referendums undermines the role of the 
legislator, something not even the people can 
afford to do in a democracy. 


That referendums are too precipitous a form of 
change has been proved in Dade County, 
Florida. A referendum held on homosexual 
rights first established those rights, and then 
another one took them away. At this writing 
there is talk of yet another vote on the matter, 
which might repeal the repeal. Legislation is a 
more lengthy process for change, and is thus 
less susceptible to the fickle winds of public 
opinion. 


One of the gravest weaknesses in the 
referendum approach lies in its wording. An 
unsuspecting public can be manipulated into 
supporting a false or disastrous position simply 
because of devious verbiage. For instance, any 
Quebec referendum which asks “Are you in 
favour of sovereignty association” might just get 
a resounding “yes” from the Quebec voter. This 
is despite the fact there is little chance of any 
such arrangement being permitted by the rest of 
Canada. Another trick wording occurred with 
Proposition 13 and its imitators -- “Are you in 
favour of reduced taxes?” Well, of course, who 
isn't? But at what price? Perhaps taxes should 
be cut in many instances, but it is an issue 
requiring intense scrutiny as to dispensable 
programs, services and staff. It is not something 
to be given a facile “yes” on a ballot. 


All these inherent weaknesses could have 
disastrous political effects for any government 
But the most horrendous consequences come 
about when societies attempt to dictate morality 
by referendum. It is arguable that morality can 
be legislated at all. To determine such an 
individual and abstract matter as morality by 
referendum is reminiscent of King Canute 
ordering the waves to back off. It is a futile act, 
and one which could have drowned the 
presumptuous fool. Those who try to dictate 
morals by means of majority votes could end up 
similarly. Those who still maintain that the 
majority should rule on any matter, moral or 
otherwise, need only look to recent history to 
see their error. Had a referendum been taken in 
the south in the 1960's on the issue of 
segregation, blacks would still be riding at the 
back of the bus. 


The price of elections is high. Those who care 
take pains to elect representatives they can 
trust to study the issues and decide them 
intelligently. The public should not attempt to 
usurp their role.

Court decision only firm answer

Trustee Jerry Manegre's

Anderson, appeared at the 
Board's October 16 meeting 
and told members it was her 
opinion that committee mee- 
tings are not required torbe 
‘open’ meetings.

Anderson that Olive Elliott, a 
reporter for the Edmonton 
Journal had challenged the 
City of Edmonton regarding 
open committee meetings 
and this action had resulted 
in reporters being allowed to

In a letter to the Board 
dated October 30, 1978 Mrs. 
Anderson wrote that she had 
conferred with the City of 
Edmonton's solicitor and he 
had told her that the city had 
not been challenged and that 
their committee mectings 
were not required to be open, 
She asked that Mr. Manegre 
check his sources, 

He did and produced a 
clipping from the Journal 


dated January 30, 1973. The 
headline read ‘*Standing 
Committees Open to Public 
for First Time.’’ Mr. Man- 
egre said he didn't want to 
go into a long harangue but 
pointed out the concept was 
there. Committee meetings 
are open to the public unless 
the members move to go ‘in 
camera’. He said Journal 
reporters had been at the 
committee meetings ever 
since. 

Trustee Don Lavoy said his 
opinion of Mrs. Anderson's 
letter was that it was Mrs.

First and second reading 
passed without incident but 
the bylaw encountered some 
difficulties when Ald. Bread- 
ner moved for unanimous 
consent, 

As he has in the past, Ald, 
Shields objected to a call for 
unanimous consent to go to 
third reading. Quoting from 
the powers and duties of 
council, he stated that it was 
not necessary to get three 
readings unless some prior 
approval gave urgency to the 
matter, This was not the case 
with this bylaw, he said. Ald. 
Bakker agrees that she 
wanted time to think the 
matter over, 

However, Ald, Throndson 
and Breadner disagreed, 
saying that public input had 
been obtained and that there 
was no advantage to holding 
up the process, Nevertheless 
without Unanimous Consent, 
third reading was not given, 


OBJECTS TO WORDING

Meadow Crescent and is 
situated over a dense stand 
of white spruce. The rest of 
the Municipal Reserve is 
located on tableland. 

Of the total 19.8 acres of 
the two sectors, 4.9 acres will 
be environmental reserve, 
The boundaries of this re- 
serve have been drawn up to

Are our funerals becoming 
too professional? When my 
grandmother died in the 
carly 1960s, some of us boys

deep enough and the proper 
dimensions, We kept the

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Approve year-round 


operation for Banff 


Dr. A. E. Hohol, Minister 
of Alberta Advanced Educa- 
tion and Manpower, has 
informed the Banff Centre 
for Continuing Education 
that Cabinet has given 
formal approval in principle 
to their proposal to become a 
year-round operation, Itis 
expected that the transition 
will take five years. 

The Banff Centre proposal 
included plans to initiate 
year-round programs in the 
visual arts (photography, 
drawing and painting, cer- 
amics and fibre arts); and the 
performing arts (theatre, 
opera, music, dance, design 
and electronic media). As 
well, they plan several 
ancillary programs which 
would be complementary to, 
and incorporate joint pro- 
grams with, other Alberta 
institutions. 

The Banff Centre, in 
operation for 4S years, has an 
international reputations as a 
summer school in the fine 
and performing arts. At 
present only 32 percent of its 
students are from Alberta, 
while 51 percent come from 
other provinces, and 17 
percent from outside Cana- 
da, primarily from the United 
States. A report commis- 
sioned and recently released 
by the Canada Council 
recommended that the in- 
stitute be recognized as the 
National School of Music for 
Canada. The findings of the 
report are being reviewed 
and analyzed by the Centre 
and various government de- 
partments, 

The planned extension to 
year-round programming in 
the arts will mean a gradual 
reduction in conference and 
convention activities. Maxi- 
mum notice of the phas- 
ing-down will be given to 
lessen any adverse effects on 
some of the groups. It is 
anticipated that conference 
activities eventually will ace- 
ount for about one-third of 
the total activity of the 
Centre, with preference giv- 
en to those with a strong 
educational purpose, Mana- 
gement and environment 
training, which make up a 
relatively small part of the 
Centre, will continue at the 
current level of activity. 

In conelusion, Dr. Hohol 
emphasized that “the Banff 
Centre for Continuing Ed- 
ucation is ideally suited as a

Space allotted for 
microprobe 


Delivery of a new electron 
microprobe to the University 
of Alberta has been preceded 
by a space reallocation in the 
university's Agriculture 1 
Building. 

To accommodate the ac- 
quisition which is scheduled 
to arrive later this month, the 
university's Board of Gover- 
nors has approved a renova- 
tion program which will see 
three small rooms in Agri- 
culture | converted into a 
laboratory complex. 

The estimated cost of the 
project is $53,600. 

The renovation request 
originated in the department 
of geology whose staff and 
graduate students will be the 
principal users of the elec- 
tron microprobe. The in- 
strument, which has a high 
level of analytical capacity, 
will also be available for use 
by industry and government. 

Applied Research Labs in 
California is supplying the 
electron microprobe at a cost 
of $375,000. Funding sources 
are the former National Re- 
search Council, the Govern- 
ment of Alberta and the 
university itself. 

The fully automated elec- 
tron microprobe will be used 
to analyze very small mat- 
erials, It could, for example, 
identify minerals in tar sands 
which remain after the sands 
have been washed. 

The department has had 
an electron microprobe for 12 
years, a time span which

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Artichoke: an affable production

Artichoke, by Joanna 
Glass, is an affable and 
engaging play. Although it 
does not evoke any powerful 
emotions or wild laughter, 
the Walterdale production 
leaves the viewer feeling a 
little more benevolently to- 
ward his fellows. This in 


itself is no mean accom- 
plishment. 
The story is set on a 


Saskatchewan wheat farm in 
the 60's and centres around a 
family enduring a prolonged 
domestic dispute. Walter, 
the erring husband has been 
banished from the matri- 
monial bed to the smoke- 
house, as a consequence of a 
past dalliance with a ‘‘water 
witch’’ or diviner. A by- 
product of this impetuous 
fling is Lily Agnes, a mildly 
slow, fey creature, who true 
to the tradition of bastards, is 
delivered to her father’s 
home as an infant, inside a 
basket. Walter's wife Mar- 
garet has taken the child and 
raised her as her own. 
However, Margaret feels no 
such compassion for Walter. 
He accepts his exile man- 
fully, only occasionally seek- 
ing ‘‘relief’ from a local 
“scarlet woman.”’ At the 
play's outset the tenor of 
family life is placid, if less 
than idyllic. 

Into this pastoral setting 
comes Gibson, a neurotic 
professor whose main obses- 
sion is the work of Alexander 
Pope. Gibson was taken in as 
an orpham by Margaret's 
father, Gramps and was 
raised with Margaret until 
his departure for the Big 
City. His return presents her 
with a golden opportunity to 
settle the ancient score with 
her husband, 


Len Crowther as Walter is 
the mainstay of the Walter- 
dale production. His Walter 
is endearingly awkward but 
admirably dignified -- a big 
man whose clumsiness mak- 
es Gibson look effete. He is a 
straightforward fellow en- 
tangied in a subtle situation, 
and he is baffled and hurt by 
it all. Walter is no dummy 
however; nor is he easily 
deterred. He waits Margaret 
out with no sacrifice of pride, 
and so emerges victorious. 

The Walterdale show 
could be improved if Troy 
Sprenke could subject her 
character to a little further 
analysis. Margaret Morley is 
a woman capable of nursing 
a grudge for over a decade -- 
remaining celibate to do so, 
Anyone who can stick toa 
difficult course of action with 
this kind of determination is 
no lightweight. Yet that is 
the impression given by Ms. 
Sprenke. Her tone verges on 
the sing-song at times, and 
her facial expressions are 
whimsical rather than enig- 
matic, Margaret is made of 
sterner stuff, as is evidenced 
by her unquestioning love for 
her husband's illegitimate 
child. To make Margaret 
more credible, Ms. Sprenke 
could hint more at hidden 
depths of character. Mar- 
garet, in her way, is a 
powerful woman,

| enjoyed Sandi Eadie's 
performance as-kily Agnes. 
She indeed looked as if she 
required her hat as a “‘lid,”’ 
as she says. Through some 
trick of posture, Ms. Eadie 
manages to look as if she

to keep her earthbound. I 
had, however, understood 
that Lily Agnes was sup- 
posed to be somewhat 
retarded, Ms. Eadie did not 
give that impression, She 
merely appeared to be a little 
other-worldly. 

The role of Gibson could 
also use more polishing. 
Surely he doesn’t have to be 
such a bland character. If 
McNab were to accentuate 
the fussiness, he would come 
across with greater force. As 
it is, he hardly seems an 
adequate instrument for the 
provocation of jealousy. Gib- 
son should appear in sharp 
contrast to the other char- 
acters, and his city-born 
neuroses should stick out like 
a sore thumb, 

Doug Maroo and Bob 
Brophy were just dandy as 
the two old bachelor farmers 
who dispense tea and home- 
spun wit at the neighboring 
homestead. Having known 
an Ottawa Valley farmer who 
is the spit of Brophy's 
Archie, | had no trouble 
accepting either he or Jake 
as the two old gaffers. I 
enjoyed their wide-eyed tim- 
ing and awkward good inten- 
tions. 

George Bartwell could 
perhaps have done more with 
the role of the kind-but-crus- 
ty Gramps. He had some 
good lines but their effect 
was somehow reduced, Per- 
haps a more eccentric, can- 
tankerous approach to the 
role might sharpen it up. 
After all, this is an unusual 
man, who adopted an orphan 
without hesitation, and who 
is unpreturbed by the un- 
settled behavior of his 
daughter,

Quilters 
Corner 


By Barbara Kelcey 

The patterns given in the 
“Quilter’s Corner’’ have all 
been redrawn from tradi- 
tional sources or are original 
designs. As there is gener- 
ally some limited distortion 
in printing, you are advised 
to try out the template on one 
block before you cut out the 
whole quilt. 

As is the custom with most 
publications, no seam all- 
owances are shown, It is 
much easier for you to draw 
on your required seam all- 
owance, whether you prefer 
“"', 3/8" orS crm, Cut out or 
trace the template from the 
paper. Glue it to cardboard, 
plastic or sandpaper and 
then add seam allowances if 
machine sewing. A handy 
gadget for this is a dress- 
maker's ruler that is trans- 
parent and has grid lines 
ruled outin 1/8 inches. By 
laying the 4"* line on the 
sewing line of the template, 
the edge of the ruler will 
automatically fall on the 
cutting line for machine 
sewing. For more informa- 


tion, The Perfect Patchwork 
Primer by Beth Gutcheon 
gives very good details on 
pattern and template mak- 
ing. 


POINSETTA APPLIQUE 


These tiny pieces all go 
together to form a beautiful 
Christmas applique, to use 
on a pillow top, apron pocket 
or tote bag. It would also look 
lovely for heirloom Christ- 
mas placemats for a friend or 
yourself, 

The block size is 8’ (four 
together make a 16°" block). 
Use bright red for the flowers 
and dark green for the 
leaves. If you use 100% 
cotton for your appliques you 
will have less trouble with 
the tiny turnings required in 
this piece. 

Note for using the tem- 
plates: Pattern pieces C, B 
and G must be reversed for 
the fabric pieces that are 
sewn to the right side of the 
flower. Check your block 
diagram carefully. No seam 
allowances are given.

Immunization still crucial 


Rubella, Each year thous- 
ands of 12 year old girls are 
immunized against the dis- 
ease in a province-wide 
program delivered by public 
health authorities through 
Alberta schools, Rubella is 
better known as German 
measles and most people 
think it’s just a childhood 
disease. But if a woman 
contracts rubella during the 
first three months of preg- 
naney, the growth and 
development of the unborn 
child can be seriously har- 
med, 

Providing people with 
more information about ru- 
bella is one of the objectives 
of Alberta’s Immunization 
Month campaign, The pro- 
vince’s Social Services and 
Community Health depart- 
ment has joinedother gov- 
crnments and medical agen- 
cies in observing November 
as Immunization Month, in 
aneffort to better existing 
standards of immunization, 

In Alberta, rubella vac- 
cination is directed not only 
at grade 6 girls, but also at 
women of child bearing age 
who have no natural im- 
munity to the disease. The 
objective of the program is to 
reduce congenital rubella 
syndrome in the babies of 
women infected during the 
first trimester of pregnancy. 
It's simple to detect whether 
a woman has a natural 
immunity to rubella: a family 
doctor can determine im- 
munity by taking a blood 
test. If the immunity doesn't 
exist, a rubella vaccination 
should be obtained from the 
local health unit. 

In the mid-1960's, a ru- 
bella epidemic across North 
America caused the deaths of 
an estimated 30,000 unborn 
children, and left) some 
20,000 more with serious 
mental or physical handi- 
caps, 

Today, vaccine is, readily 


available to prevent this and 
other communicable diseases 
But the diseases have not 
been totally eliminated and 
still present a threat. 

The Alberta program ag- 
ainst rubella was commenced 
in 1970, with the objective of 
immunizing 90 percent or 
better of the target group. 
Yet in 1976, the standard 
achieved only 77.3 
percent, a drop of almost 10 
percent from the average 
levels achieved during the 
first five years of the pro- 
gram. 

Dr. Frank White, director 
of communicable disease 
control for Alberta Social 
Services and Community 
Health, speculates that the 
maintenance and improve- 
ment of established pro- 
grams is more difficult to 
achieve than the introduction 
of new programs. He warns 
that complacency is the 
danger in communicable dis- 
ease control. ** Public atti- 
tudes towards immunization 
must be positive. We can't 
maintain or better existing 
standards unless all parents 
ensure their children are 
immunized,” 

rhe other preventable 
childhood diseases are polio, 
iclanus, pertussis (whooping 
cough), diphtheria, and 
measles. Under Alberta's 
new immunization schedule, 
infants at two months of age 
can commence vaccinations 
against polio, tetanus, per- 
tussis and diphtheria, Mea- 
sles vaccine is provided to 
infants at 12 months of age. 
All vaccinations are provided 
free of charge, at clinics run 
by the province's 29 local 
health authorities.

Family 
planning 
service 
available 


Serena is a family planning 
information service which 
specializes in providing qua- 
lified instruction to couples 
in the sympto-thermal me- 
thod of natural family plan- 
ning. It is a ‘*double-check"’ 
method. This enables the 
couple to identify the fertile 
and infertile phases of the 
woman's cycle regardless of 
its length or regularity. 
Symptoms which indicate the 
approach of ovulation and 
the thermal(shift) change in 
the body which occurs after 
ovulation provide specific 
information during each cy- 
cle so that a couple can plan 
or avoid a pregnancy as they 
choose. 

Emphasis is placed on 
joint responsibility of the 
couple in the matters of 
planning a family, and on the 
benefits of having a deep 


understanding of their own | 


fertility. 

Instruction is given to 
individual couples in the 
home by trained teacher 
couples. Presentations are 
also given to groups. 

The service, run pre- 
dominantly on a volunteer 
basis, is operative through- 
out Canada and has been 
active in Edmonton since 
April, 1973. A team of five 
teacher-couples is active in 
Edmonton and the surr-

Walter Heppler said pre- 
cedent and policy allowed the 
teachers use of the school for 
school activities although 
school activities were not 
defined. He warned Board

Absenteeism policy settled 


by Sturgeon Board 


Students will have a 
chance to make good after 
exceeding the maximum all- 
owable absences under the 
revised absenteeism _ policy 
adopted by the Sturgeon 
School Division, 

Two weeks ago the Gazette 
reported a discussion by 
Board members and school 
officials which centered on a 
proposed policy which would 
see credits denied students 
who exceeded the maximum. 
Credits could still be denied 
under the policy accepted 
last week but not midstream 
in a course, 

It works like this. Ab- 
sences are grouped into 
excusable and inexcusable. 
Suffice to say that inexcus- 
able is usually referred to as 
skipping. If a student skips a 
class and does not complete 
any work assigned in that 
class he SHALL be indefin- 
itely suspended with a re- 
commendation to the Board 
that he be expelled if he 
continues to skip. Parents 
will be advised in all cases of 
skipping. 

Excusable absences will be 
allowed to a maximum of 10 
in a five -credit course. 
Parents will be informed 
following the seventh and an 
evaluation of the students 
achievement and an assess- 
ment of his chances of 
earning credits in the course 


will be made at the tenth, 
The teacher and student co- 
ordinator will recommend 
that the student either be 


allowed to continue or that he 
withdraw. The first recom-

BYLAW NO. 13/78 


A BYLAW OF THE TOWN OF GIBBONS TO REGULATE 
THE TIME AFTER WHICH CHILDREN SHALL NOT BE INA 
PUBLIC PLACE AT NIGHT WITHOUT PROPER GUARDIAN- 
SHIP 


WHEREAS, under the authority and subject to the provision of 
Section 154 of The Municipal Government Act the Council of 
the Town of Gibbons duly assembled, enacts as follows 


1. No children, really or apparently, of the age of fifteen 


years and under shall be in any public place or in any of the 
streets of the Town of Gibbons after the hour of ten o'clock in 
the evening without proper guardianship. 

2. Any child found committing a breach of this bylaw shall 
be liable to be warned by any constable, or any other peace 
officer, to go home and if after such warning the child shall be 
found loitering on the streets, such child may be taken by 
such constable, or peace officer to its home 

3. Any parent or guardian who permits his child to contra- 
vene the Bylaw is guilty of an offence and liable upon 
summary conviction: 

a) for the first offence to a fine of $5.00. 

b) for a second offence to’a fine of $10.00 and 

Cc) for a third or subsequent offence to a fine of $20.00 and 

in each case in default of payment to a term of imprison- 
ment of not more than three months.

Deliverable grain supplies 
up this year 


A Canadian Wheat Board 
survey of country elevator 
managers shows that Prairie 
farmers have 39,167,000 tons 
of deliverable grain this year, 
compared to 34,252,000 tons 
atthe same time last year. 
The largest increases are in 
Durum wheat, barley and 
rapeseed, Overall quality of 
Red Spring wheat is similar 
to last year, but Durum 
wheat quality is down. 
Barley quality is similar to 
last year, 

The results of the survey. 
which were announced re- 
cently, show that farmers 
have 20,445,000 tons of Red 
Spring, Utility, Red Winter 
and Soft White Spring wheat 
available to deliver this year. 
Phis is slightly more than the 
19,963,000 tons shown in last 
year's survey. 

Of the total deliverable 
wheat, 6,642,000 tons or 32,5 
pereent are expected to 


grade No. | CWRS, some- 
what less than the 7,846,000 
fons last year. Supplies of 


No. 2 CWRS are up to 
4,361,000 tons from 2,795,- 
000 tons last year, and 
represent 21.3 percent of this 
year's total. 

Extra No. | CWRS and No, 
2 CWRS grades, which con- 
tain 1S percent protein or 
more, make up one percent 
of the total deliverable wheat 
supplies, with an estimated 
total of 193,000 tons. 

Supplies of No. 3 CWRS 
wheat are estimated about 
the same as last year at 
5.015.000 tons, or 24.5 
percent of the total. There is 
slightly less of the lowest No, 
3 Canada Utility grade; 
2,178,000 tons, 10,7 percent 
of the total, compared to 
2,799,000 tons last year, 

Total deliverable supplies 
of Durum wheat are esti- 
mated at 3,266,000 tons. up 
43 percent from last year, 
The top two grades are 
expected to make up 1,625,- 
000 tons, 50 percent of the 
total, compared to 70 percent 


last year. 

Deliverable barley stocks 
are estimated at 8,689,000 
tons, up 1,132,000 tons from 
last year, The grade pattern 
is similar to last year. The 
top CW grades make up 10,7 
pereent of the total, mar- 
ginally higher than last year.

Club fees were mentioned, 
and the general concensus of 
these who attended was that 
last year’s $8 fee was a 
bargain, and should be 
raised to about $12. Mr. 
Knobloch explained that the 
Association had about $5,000

last season, and. that ‘about 
$11,000 was collected from 
registration. From the 
roughly $16,000 the organ- 
ization had at the beginning 
of the year, less than $1,000 
would be left for next year. 
Therefore, a raise in the 
registration fees was defini- 
tely needed, 

Mr. Knoblock also sug- 
gested that the coaches and 
league directors should have 
regular get-togethers thr-

Richard Mercier represen- 
ted the City of St. Albert, and 
mentioned the Hercules will 
get about the same amount 
of fields for next year, with 
the possibility of another two 
or three.

year (800), 

Itwas also pointed out that 
the City was doing a poor job 
in marking the fields, but 
Mr. Mercier said that last 
year the City had no one 
experienced in field marking, 


machine was out of order for 
part of the summer. He 
added that this year field 
marking would be more or- 
ganized, 

Refereeing was a hot topic. 
with many complaints heard 
about a lack of referees for 
the house leagues in town, 
One person said that part of 
the problem was that the 
game of soccer was still fairly 
new to this country, and 
finding adults who would 
take the time to learn to 
referee was a battle. Mr, 
Knobloch introduced David 
White, who will be looking 
after a pool of referees. Mr. 
White's duties will be to 
acquire a number of refs to 
work the games, to teach 
them the basics, and it 
interest in strong, arrange a 
referees clinic.

Competition for the kids 
was discussed, and it was 
gencrally agreed that the 
Edmonton Minor Soccer As- 
sociations exclusion of St.

Albert. The new executive 
could ask Sherwood Park and 
St. Albert back into the fold, 
and Mr. Knobloch felt that 
this would happen, 

Because EMSA’s decision 
affects many of Hercules 
plans, some matters will 
have to wait dla further date 
when EMSA reveals whether 
or not they will invite St. 
Albert and Sherwood Park 


back into the organization. 

One of the greatest pro- 
blems Hercules face, is the 
lack of parental support for 
their kids, Last year, there 
were about 50 soccer teams 
in St, Albert, yet out of 800 
kids playing, there were not 
enough coaches to look after 
the kids needs. Also men 
tioned was the fact that 
several youngsters who have 
been playing the game for 
have never had a 
soccer ball of their own. The 
Hercules Club can only 
supply about two balls per 
team, which is not enough to 
have a good practice, One 
person in the group won 
dered aloud why a parent 
could not supply his young- 
ster with a ball, as it was not 
an expensive outlay of money 
(a decent ball would run 
about $10 to $20.). 

In view of the small 
problems that arose during 
last season, it was felt by all 
that the kids received a good 
seecer program, and the 
youngsters did not lack much 
as far as enjoyment of the 
game,

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Games committee 
on the move

The 1979 Alberta Games, 
still a few months away, are 
in several people's minds at 
the moment, 

Bernie March, appointed 
Games managing co-ordin- 
ator a few weeks back, has 
been quite busy putting all 
the pieces together planning 
the giant affair, which will 
see about 3,000 athletes 
competing in St. Albert. 

The organizing team, un- 
der the chairmanship of Dick 
Fowler is the St. Albert 
Games Committee, totalling 
10 members including the 
council representative, 

Each individual member 
will have to make a Critical 
Path Outline, (a planning 
document to put on the 
Games) for his or her area of 
planning. Bill Gardner, dir- 
ector of administration, will 
go over these outlines, and 
then help cach member 
develop a working budget for 
the various projects within 
the outline. March, Gardner 
and Fowler, will decide on 
what monies will go where, 
based on the budgets for the 
CPO's. 

One of the ideas the 
Games Committee is pre- 
sently throwing around con- 
cerns an athletes village. The 
four schools surrounding the 
proposed track and field 
facility, V.J. Maloney, Sir 
Alexander Mackenzie, Lorne 
Akins and Paul Kane, would 
be used to house the 


athletes, as well as serve as 
an cating place, The com- 
mittee is presently talking 
with the two local school 
boards and respective super-

intendents about the idea. 

Mr. March, along with 
Lorne Wood, vice chairman 
of the Games Committee, 
recently made a purchase at 
a very reasonable price of 
some track equipment from 
Edmonton's Commonwealth 
Games Foundation. 

The proposed Games track 
being considered by council, 
would be built to IAAF 
standards, which is a mini- 
mum standard track. Two 
parts of the track have been 
deleted from the plans, 1), 
the steeplechase section, 
which is not needed, and 2), 
one of the two straightaway 
tracks, which again, is not 
needed, Consultants will 
return the track plans to the 
City of St. Albert, taking into 
consideration the changes, 
along with a budget. Then it 
will be up to the City to 
approve the expenditure, 

Other venues will have to 
be considered, such as the 
tennis courts and ball diam- 
onds. A decision will be 
made whether the courts will 
have to be re-surfaced, and 
improvements may have to 
be made to the ball diamonds 
needed for the Games. 

The list of sports the St. 
Albert Games Committee 
has sent to the Alberta 
Games Council for approval 
is impressive. They include: 
archery, baseball, canoeing, 
cycling, diving, equestrian, 
ficld hockey, golf, horse- 
shoes, lacrosse, shooting, 
soccer, slow-pitch (a varia- 
tion of softball), swimming, 
synchronized swimming, 
tennis, and track and field,

Bighorn Sheep hit by 
pneumonia 


A group of 11 Bighorn 
Sheep of various ages were 
found dead in late October 
from a pneumonia - lung- 
worm complex at the Sheep 
River Sanctuary, west of 
Turner Valley, 

The sheep were part of a 
herd of approximately 125 
animals that appear to be in 
good condition, according to 
Bill Wishart, section head of 
Wildlife Research for the 
Fish and Wildlife Division of 
Alberta Recreation, Parks 
and Wildlife. 

Earlier this fall several 
animals in the herd were 
observed having severe 
coughing spells, One animal 
Was sacrificed and found to 
have a recent and very heavy 
infection of lung-worm. Au- 
topsies of some of the dead 
bighorns confirmed this high 
infection, 

According to Wishart, the 
lung-worm infection appears 
'o be predisposing the 
animals to a severe pneu- 
monia, Heavy infections ap- 
pear to be related to the high 
densities of animals and the 
wet fall that may have made 
the parasite’s intermediate 
host, a snail, more available 
to the sheep. 

Investigations are contin- 


uing on the cause and extent 
of the problem as the first 
symptom, coughing spells, 
have been reported in other 
areas in southern Alberta.

Also recommended is getting 
more women involved in 
community planning and 


self-help groups, where peo- 
ple pool their ideas and 
talents to develop unique and 
affordable housing which 
reflects their specific needs. 

Canadian women have 
done some work in this field. 

Both the Women's Re- 
source Group for LaBreton 
Flats in Ottawa, and the 
Women's Design Centre in 


Vancouver, have designed 
apartments specifically gea- 
red to single parent families. 
For example making hall- 
ways and laundry areas into 
play and social areas, with 
comfortable seating and play 
equipment. 

Hannley and Mitchell feel 
that women must take the 
lead in demanding that 


housing technology develops 
toward simplicity. An ex- 
ample was the w all panels 
containing wiring, insulation 
and plumbing, which are 
presently available. 

Women, it would appear, 
will be a strong force to be 
reckoned with in the hous- 
ing, planned for the next 
decade

oup specializing in co-oper 
ative housing. 

Marsha Mitchell, em- 
ployed by Communities.
